Panel votes to kill crude oil tax 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Finance Committee voted 10 to 6 today to 
kill another major part of President 
Carter’s energy legislation, the tax on 
crude oil. 
However. Chairman Russell Long. D- 
La , warned the panel it would have to 
revive the proposal if it is to have any 
energy program at all. 
As the committee acted, opponents of 
natural gas deregulation on the Senate 


floor were predicting victory in the fight 
to keep the lid on prices. 
Long urged his committee to withhold 
judgment on the crude oil tax until after 
deciding how to phase it out and how to 
use the money. But Sen. William Roth. 
R-Del., who offered the motion to strike 
the tax. said it would be better to decide 
first if the funds from the tax are needed 
and then to decide whether to revive the 
tax 
Light school board agenda 
will include dropout info

A light agenda for the Lompoc Unified 
School District Board of Education 
meeting tomorrow night includes an oral 
report on last year’s school dropouts by 
Dr. Irwin Wapner, director of student 
services. 
The meeting begins at 7 p.m. in the 
Central Administration Board Room, 
1301 North A St. 


Dr. Wapner says the analysis will 
cover students who were at least in 
the ninth grade at the beginning of the 
1976-’77 school year, during which time 
they left the district. 
Under new business, the board is 
scheduled to approve; 
— Payment of 13.60 each school day to 
Bradley D. Lundberg of Cojo Ranch for 
driving his two children to the school bus 
pickup point, about six miles from their 
home 
This “payment in lieu of transpor­ 
tation” is given each year to several 
families who live over two miles from 
school bus stops. 
- A renewal agreement between the 
district and the state Department of 
Parks and Recreation to allow Lompoc 
High’s Agriculture Department to use 
about 80 acres of La Purisima Mission 
State Park for crop farming. 
The board is also scheduled to vote for 
one of three school board members, 
among Santa Barbara County’s 26 school 
districts, who have been nominated to be 
a delegate to the California School 
Boards Association Delegate Assembly. 
Barbara J 
Berg, president of the 
LUSD school board, is one of these 


nominees. Jean W. Blois of Goleta Union 
Elementary (current delegate) and 
Margaret Connell of Santa Barbara are 
the others. 
In other news about the district, 
— Business Manager Joe Carlin said 
the State Department of Education has 
estimated that the new school finance 
bill AB 65, recently signed by Gov 
Brown, will bring $453,189 in additional 
funding to the LUSD. 
— A grant request to the state for 
School-Age Parenting and Infant Care 
Program funding has been approved. 
The program “will be implemented as 
soon as p o ssib le," D irector of 
Curriculum Robert Thompson reports. 
To be set up initially at La Mesa 
Elementary, the program will provide 
child care services for high-school-age 
parents seeking high school diplomas. 
At the La Mesa child care center, clas­ 
ses on child development will be held. 
About a mile away, at Cabrillo High, 
classes in family planning and home 
management will be conducted, as part 
of the program. 
- Early Childhood Education (ECE) 
plans will be prepared for Ruth, La 
Honda and Crestview Schools this year, 
ECE director Robert Forinash reports. 
The ECE program already involves 
five of the 11 district elementary 
schools; Fillmore, El Camino, Los 
Padres, and starting this year. Los 
Berros and La Canada The district in­ 
tends to eventually begin the program at 
all schools. 
ECE is meant to increase parent in­ 
volvement in schools and to provide 
special assistance to children who score 
lowest on reading and math tests 


The levy was designed to raise the 
price of price-controlled oil to the world 
level, thereby discouraging consump­ 
tion through higher prices but without 
giving windfall profits to oil companies 
Carter wanted to rebate the tax to the 
public, but various other proposals have 
been made to spend the funds on in­ 
creased production of oil and other 
energy sources. 
The defeat was the second major one 
handed to Carter by the committee. The 
panel voted earlier to kill his tax on gas- 
guzzling automobiles. 
On the Senate floor, meanwhile, oppo­ 
nents of natural gas deregulation said 
Carter’s threat to veto proposals to lift 
price controls and like-minded sentiment 
among House leaders, means deregula­ 
tion ‘‘is not going anywhere” 
Pushing a filibuster against the price 
deregulation that could drag on into next 
week, Sen. James Abourezk, D-S.D., said 
Carter’s Saturday announcement against 
deregulation "gives us more votes’’ to 
kill proposals for lifting the controls. 
The Senate set a vote for today on 
limiting debate, but with deregulation 
opponents filing 240 amendments — up 
100 from Saturday — progress on the 
measure was slowed considerably. 
Abourezk said the veto threat could 
conceivably shift the filibuster from his 
hands to those who favor deregulation. 
“But I cannot see how they could 
realistically hold the Senate hostage to 
(deregulationI,” he told a reporter. 
“This bill is not going anywhere (with 
deregulation). They are essentially 
faced with this choice; no bill at all, or 
the Carter bill.” 


Ceasefire 
achieved 
in Lebanon

An American-mediated ceasefire took 
effect in south Lebanon today, Lebanese 
and U.S. officials said. Israeli troops 
began withdrawing from the battle zone 
and a Palestinian spokesman reported 
calm in the area. 
The halt in the fighting appeared to end 
10 days of escalated fighting between 
Israeli-supported Christian rightists and 
joint Palestinian-Lebanese leftist forces. 
In Beirut, Lebanese House Speaker 
Kamel Assaad confirmed the ceasefire 
had taken hold after a one-hour meeting 
with President Elias Sarkis. 
U.S. Ambassador to Lebanon Richard 
Parker also confirmed the ceasefire had 
gone into effect and said it “is being 
observed by all sides” 
The American diplomat, speaking 
after a meeting with Lebanese Foreign 
Minister Fuad Butros, added, 44We hope 
it will last”. Asked if the ceasefire was 
being observed by all sides, Assaad said, 
"When I say the ceasefire went into ef­ 
fect at 10 a m. (4 a.m. EDT), this means 
all sides are observing it.”

Missile trainee 
program will be 
open to women

Missile launch crew duty — the second 
major breakthrough in less than a year 
for military women — will be opened to 
women next year, the Air Force has an­ 
nounced 
An Air Force spokesman said the Air 
Force hopes to enter 15 women officers 
and 25 enlisted women in training for 
support duty on Titan n missiles 


The Titan II system is the only inter­ 
continental ballistic missile network 
used within the Strategic Air Command 
(SAC). It is unlike the Titan ni missiles 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base which are 
used as launch boosters for space 
satellites. 
The women trainees will have to meet 
the same selection criteria as men They 
— like the men — will have the same as­ 
signments when they complete training 
with duty at one of the three Titan II 
equipped bases — Davis-Monthan AFB 
in Arizona. Little Rock AFB in Arkansas 
and McConnell AFB in Kansas 
The 30-week training program includes 
ballistic m issile theory, system 
familiarization, electronic principles, 
operations and maintenance concepts 
and other related subjects. 
Initial training will be conducted at 
Sheppard AFB in Texas followed by ad­ 
vanced training at Vandenberg. All of 
the women trainees are expected to go 
through Vandenberg at some time next 
year. 
This initial program could enable 
women to be permitted to train for other 
missile support crews in the future, the 
spokesman said. 
Last month, the Air Force graduated 
the fit »t 10 women to go through its air­ 
craft pilot program The 10 women, two 
of which hailed from Lompoc, were 
trained to fly training or transport air­ 
craft

suit against the Air Force for release as 
a Conscientious Objector. Still pending, 
his case offers a look, too, into what can 
happen when a military doctor attempts 
to "buck the system.” 
On the offensive. Dr. Ramos has 
criticized what he considers hospital 
management’s overconcern 
about 
**productivity ” — the number of patients 
seen — as an emphaaia m quantity 
rather than quality. 


He has complained about excessive 
workload, e speci al ly when his 
obstetrics/gynecology clinic was short 
one physician. 
Claiming he has been "browbeaten” 
and ’‘harassed.” Ramos blames in 
large measure hospital administrators 
for breakdown in relations. 
Meanwhile, hospital administration 
has fired off a barrage of criticisms of 
Ramos — his performance, attitude and 
even appearance — keeping him busily 
on the defensive. 
Ramos made public his unhappiness 
recently, after another of three doctors 
in the OB/GYN clinic completed his 
military obligation and left VAFB. 
“He’s out, he’s free,” Ramos said 
wistfully. 
Dr Ramos was already complaining 
about the clinic's high daily patient load 
—»they were then a doctor short. He told 
about seeing 18 patients in two hours one 
morning. But he could do little to change 
the situation, another of his complaints. 
A new hospital commander had taken 
over in February, a commander intent 
on, as one physician put it, “seeking 
maximum utilization of his staff.” 
Col. William J. Lawson had the Central 
Appointment Desk (CAD) schedule 80 
per cent of the hospital appointments, 
and increase the numbers of patients 
seen. Before it had only scheduled about 


35 per cent, leaving the rest up to doctors 
running their own clinics. 
Some of those doctors, Col. Lawson 
said in an interview, were letting 
patients back up on waiting lists. And 
they were going home early, working 
considerably less than the eight hours ex­ 
pected of them, he said. 
Dr. Ramos, who claims he and his co­ 
obstetricians never left early, found his 
increased workload oppressive. 
He complained about having less time 
to spend per patient, sometimes less 
than adequate time, he felt, to give 
careful attention to women’s problems 
and take some time to answer their ques­ 
tions. 
"You just keep hustling them along 
and hustling them along and hustling 
them along,” he said. 
Ramos was ordered not to cancel ap­ 
pointments if he had to leave the clinic 
for deliveries upstairs, a policy the new 
Chief of Surgery l a t e r called 
“unworkable.” The women could wait, if 
they chose, to be seen when the obstetri­ 
cians returned, thus creating an even 
larger build-up of patients to rush 
through, he said. 
Ramos argued repeatedly that the 
clinic was overloaded, but received "no 
sympathy” from the commanders. 
‘"You claim you’re overworked Ramos. 
Where’re your numbers to prove it?”’ 
was the gist of their reply, he said. 
“I find that your credibility is failing,” 
Col. Lawson wrote Ramos. In a recent 
review of the OB/GYN clinic, Lawson 
noted “low productivity” and an "excep­ 
tionally light workload” in comparison 
with other OB/GYN services. 
Col. Lawson said to “please ... in­ 
crease our OB/GYN care to more 
patients in order to better approach Air 
Force. SAC and civilian minirnums.” 
As a truly dramatic example of high 
patient load. Col. Lawson reminded 
Ramos of a local news story about the 
county OB clinic in Santa Maria, which 
was seeing 60 to 70 pregnant women in a 
morning. 
Ramos considered it unfair for the

commander to compare Vandenberg to 
an “abysmal, deplorable” situation. 
“ Here at the base we’re not running a 
charity clinic, not ghetto medicine in LA 
or King's County (Chicago),” he said 
“We’re trying to provide our patients 
with the same kind of care we’d want for 
our own families.”

AF personnel find 
free speech difficult

The First Amendment to the U.S. Con­ 
stitution guarantees freedom of speech 
to all Americans, but exercising this 
freedom can have adverse results 
Or that is how it appears to a number 
of personnel at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base Hospital. 
When asked for an interview to discuss 
a colleague’s criticisms of working con­ 
ditions at the hospital and the effects of a 
doctor shortage one physician said, 
“I’d love to talk to you, but there’s no

way I can put myself and my family into 
that kind of jeopardy.” 
Days earlier, Mayor William Ramos, 
an obstetrician in the hospital, had been 
sent on sudden notice to March AFB for 
psychiatric evaluation. 
Ramos in recent weeks had com­ 
plained of what he considered harried 
working conditions to base grievance in­ 
vestigators and to the Lompoc Record, 
which began contacting the base about 
the story. 
The physician who denied the inter­ 
view request could not — with certainty 
— attribute Ramos’ being sent to a psy­ 
chiatrist to his voicing of dissatisfaction. 
But he said he would take no chances 
with possible retaliation from Air Force 
officials in talking to the press.

Governor Brown vows continued 
economic gains in SM speech

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
zeroed in on state education ad* 
v a n c e s 
an d 
c o n fid e n tly 
promised continued economic 
growth, but only touched gently 
on the state’s energy ills Satur­ 
day night at a benefit dinner in 
Santa Maria. 
The occasion was a $15-a- 
plate fund-raiser for State 
Senator Omer L. Rains at the 
Santa Maria Fairgrounds. The 
night also was Rains' 36th birth­ 
day. The Democratic senator 
will seek his second full term in 
the state senate next year. 
Brown took the podium short­ 
ly after 9 p.m. and immediately 
apologized to the almost 300 
supporters for arriving about 
an hour late. The cagey Califor­ 
nia governor explained he had 
been delayed in Sacramento 
and in the one hour had vetoed 
$50 million in state spending 
“ which will never exist.” 
From there. Brown opened a 
short discourse on the health of 
the s t a t e ’s econ om y. He 
claim ed 1 million new jobs 
were created in California in 
the last three years — a growth 
rate second only to Texas in the 
nation. 
D ressed in a Navy blue 
blazer. California’s controver­ 
sial chief said next year he. 
“ expects the state to have a 
gross economy of $185 billion, 
which is bigger than all but 
seven countries in the world.” 
One reason for California’s 
constant economic expansion, 
said Brown, is the sta te ’s 
ability to create a new industry 
almost every 10 years. He cited 
the movie, record, aerospace 
and shipbuilding industries as 
examples 
L ater Brown related the 
state's economic prosperity to 
the Space Shuttle program 
which will launch orbiters in 
California from Vandenberg 
Air Force Base 
In addition, 
much of the technological work, 
hardware design and construc­ 
tion for the pioneer space tran­ 
sportation network was done in 
Southern California. 
“ When that shuttle takes off 
from Vandenberg ...,” Brown 
said, “ the new employment and 
new technilogy ... will create a 
tremendous amount of jobs and 
possibilities ... 
“ When the shuttle begins to 
take off every week from 
Vandenberg, it is going to be 
the equivalent of when the 
railroad, the East and West 
lines were united It will be the 
connection to a new frontier.” 
Brown then turned his com­ 
ments to education on which he 
spent the majority of his 40- 
minute speech on. 
He claimed in a compromise 
school bill for low income dis­ 
tricts. he had answered the 
Solano problem without new 
taxes — one of his 1974 cam ­ 
paign promises. 
He also proudly discussed a 
$500 million education program 
for the mentally and physically 
handicapped — ‘‘a program 
that is nowhere even equal in 
any other state ” 
A fter he m entioned A s­ 
semblyman Gary Hart’s bill to 
update teacher training. Brown 
issued a warning to the Santa 
Maria crowd which had just ex­ 


perienced its first serious 
teacher strike. 
“ But government can’t do 
everything.” Brown said. “ We 
can just remove some of the 
stumbling blocks. TTie basic 
bottom line is the local busines­ 
sman. the local councilman, the 
local school boards ...” 


Before he left for a flight to 
the United States Olympic 
Committee hearing in Colorado 
Springs on the 1984 Summer 
games site, the Governor also 
plugged his solar energy cam ­ 


paign. The day before, he at­ 
tended the dedication of a 
$280,000 solar heating system 
for a Fresno laundry. 
“ It’s a new project, it’s put­ 
ting people to work, it’s saving 
en ergy and it ’ s a clean 
project,” summarized Brown. 
After his talk, Brown, who 
had refused to discuss liquefied 
natural gas at the dinner, told 
reporters, “ Sooner or later 
somebody has got to bite the 
bullet and decide if we really 
need an LNG port, and where 
we’re going to put it if we do.”

English’s proposed statement 
asks EPA to deny the permit as 
contrary to the Clean Air Act 
Amendments of 1970. English 
says Exxon’s proposed facility 
“ violates federal and state am ­ 
bient air standards and...new 
Source Review Rules of the 
county.” 
English quotes a statement 
made by Russell Train of the 
EPA in 1976 which states that

vironmental programs.”

The state preem pted the 
county on the LNG siting 
through a bill which was signed 
by Gov Brown Sept 19 The bill 
(SB 1081) gives the California 
Public Utility Commission the 
status of lead agency in prepar­ 
ing the environmental impact 
report for the project, which 
the county’s OEQ had up until 
the bill was signed. 
The Planning Commission is 
further asking the board to 
specifically “ involve the com­ 
mission at the earliest feasible 


time in the land use part of the 
LNG process.” 
In another oil related matter. 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson is urging the 
board to raise the salary and 
drop requirements for a county 
P etroleum A dm in istrator, 
which has been vacant since 
D e c e m b e r 1976 
A c tin g 
P etroleum 
A d m in istrator 
Wendell Nichols notes in a let­ 
ter to the board that there are

Lawrance will ask supervisors 
to send water needs to state 


Santa Barbara Couty would 
take 23,440 acre feet per year 
from the proposed State Water 
Project initially in 1990, ac­ 
cording to preliminary figures 
from the county’s W ater 
Agency. 
Water Agency Engineer- 
Manager Charles Lawrance 
was to ask the Board of Super­ 
visors today to send anticipated 
water needs to the Department 
of Water Resources, which 
requested them. However, the 
figures do not commit the 
county to State Water and they 
are based on anticipated needs 
by seven water purveyors in the 
county and “ subjective es­ 
tim a t e s 
an d 
in fo rm a lly 
received information,” said 
Lawrance in his cover letter. 
The City of Lompoc and the 
M on tecito County W ater 
District have joined five other 
previously reported agencies in 
committing themselves to state 
water. Lompoc figures they’ll 
need 2,500 acre feet per year 
and Montecito 1,300 to 2,700 
acre feet. 
The other five commitments 
are from the city of Santa Bar­ 
bara (2,100 a/f),Vandenberg Air 


Force Base (6,000 a/f), Car- 
pinteria County Water District 
(2,700 a/f),SummerlandCounty 
Water District (300 a/f) and La 
Cumbre Mutual W ater Co. 
(1,500 a/f )i 
L a w ra n c e ’s fig u r e s an ­ 
ticipate a long-range need of 
34,440 a/f per year by the year 
2020. An election to decide 
whether the county should im­ 
port State Water is hoped by 
November 1978, which would be 
the mandate for formal com­ 
mitment. 
Lawrance has plugged in 
figures for each of the county’s 
water purveyors save two—the 
Santa M aria V alley Water 
Conservation District which 
has “ declined the purchase of 
entitlement water” but may 
buy surplus water as needed, 
and the Los Alamos Community 
Services District, which has 
deferred a decision until more 
information on costs are in. 


Initial estim ates of water 
needed for purveyors who have 
not committed were assumed 
to be as follows: 


—Cities of Santa Maria and 
Guadalupe. 4,000 acre feet per 


year. 
—Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation D istrict (with 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District), 2,000 a/f. 
—Mission Hills and Park 
Water Companies, 100 a/f. 
— G o le ta C o u n ty W ate r 
District, 1,500 a/f. The Goleta 
Water Board has stated that it 
cannot commit to State Water 
because it has a moratorium 
and must go to the voters. 
Supervisor William Wallace 
is also asking the board to con­ 
tact the Department of Water 
Resources on what they can do 
to relieve the county of “ the 
rapid escalating costs for our 
‘insurance policy’ for State 
Water” of over $700,000 per 
year. 


Wallace said he has learned 
“ that the Brenda Hills Water 
District (Kern County) is using 
the Coastal stub for storage and 
peaking needs at no charge, 
because of our payment.” 


Wallace also noted that he 
was told by a San Luis Obispo 
supervisor that that county was 
only paying about $200,000 per 
year.

The Board of Supervisors is 
going to try again to rule on 
raising their own salaries and 
those of about 150 other county 
management positions. 
The controversial issue was 
continued at the last meeting 
after a total of five separate 
motions, culminating in the 
board simply passing off the 
salary recommendations until 
today. 
The supervisors are being 
asked by Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson to 
implement the Hay Associates 
of Chicago salary study of 
county management, with some 
minor changes. 
“ The salaries for the un­ 
represented adm inistrative 
group will be established for the 
first time completely on in­ 
dividual job content.” said 
Johnson in recommending the 
changes 


If the recommendations are 
followed, supervisor salaries 
would jump from $17,384 to 
$24,583 ( 32 per cent) and the 
total salary changes would cost 
the county an additional 
$150,000 per year even though 
some 20-odd positions are 
recommended for a decrease. 
The supervisors will also be 
asked to change the present 
policy of hearing assessmeht 
appeals. Assessment Appeals 
B o ard c h a irm a n R o n ald 
Stevens is recommending that 
the board permit appointing 
hearing officers to rule on ap­ 
peals either requested by the 
taxpayer or on property asses­ 
sed at a m arket value of

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
Shirley Davis’ sex discrimina­ 
tion suit would be much simpler 
if she had been fired by a doc­ 
tor, a lawyer or a business ex­ 
ecutive. 
But her case is complicated 
and precedent-setting because 
her boss was a congressman. 
Mrs. Davis was fired in 1974 
as deputy administrative assis­ 
tant to former Rep. Otto E. 
Passman, D-La. Passman, a 
congressman for 30 years 
before he was beaten last 
Novem ber, 
was 
straigh t­ 
forward in his dismissal letter; 
he told her the job required a 
man. 
The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of

We know if 
this happened to us. you would 
write to us. 
“ We are Catholic and go to a 
Catholic School. We all heard 
about you and all of us decided 
to write you. We love you and 
are saying prayers for you and 
oth«r famlllw God Mesa you! 


I’m so sorry for you!” 
The sixth-graders attend the 
Halbur-Templeton-Roselle gr­ 
ade school. 
One letter, unsigned but 
scrawled cm a half-sheet of 
white construction paper, said: 
“ I’m sorry that you had a flood. 
I’ve never been in a flood 
before. I hope I never will be in 
one 
May God help you and 
bless you.” 
Another, signed by Royce 
Renze, said: “ We sent these 
letter to let you know some peo­ 
ple care about what happens to 
other people.” 
Kansas City Mayor Charles 
B Wheeler Jr. replied to the 
sixth graders in a telegram sent 
last Friday. It said: “ Kansas 
City is honored and grateful for 
its many friends around the 
world, but we are especially 
fond of your homeroom class, 
which cared enough to write us 
and express sympathy in our 
time of need. We are now on the 
road to recovery, and your 


heartwarming letters have 
made that road easier to 
travel.” 
The flash flooding Sept. 12 
killed 25 people and caused 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in damages

Maddox 
in critical 
condition 


MARIETTA. Ga. (UPI) - 
Former Gov. Lester G. Mad­ 
dox. one of the most colorful 
and controversial figures of 
Georgia politics, suffered a 
serious heart attack Sunday 
night and was hospitalized in 
critical condition. 
A spokesman at the Urban 
Medical Hospital would say 
only that Maddox was admitted 
to the emergency room at 9 
p m 
and p lace d in the 
hospital’s intensive care unit a 
half-hour later. 
The hospital said most heart 
attack patients are listed in 
critical condition for 24 to 72 
hours after being placed in in­ 
tensive care. 
Maddox, who turns 62 Friday, 
rose to power as a foe of in­ 
tegration during the civil rights 
turmoil of the 1960s, only to see 
his political strength dwindle as 
racial moderates such as Presi­ 
dent Carter and Gov. George 
Busbee built their own follow- 
ings. 
After a couple of unsuccessful 
bids for city office, Maddox 
drew national attention by 
ch asing b lack s from his 
“ P ickrick’ ’ fried chicken 
restaurant with a pistol in 1964. 
He leased the restaurant out 
rather than integrate it, and it 
subsequently closed 
Maddox slipped almost un­ 
noticed into the 1966 race for 
governor, campaigning in a sta­ 
tion wagon with a loudspeaker 
on top and tacking “ This is 
Maddox Country” signs to trees 
throughout Georgia 


guarded no one else is allowed 
to enter the room and, if there 
are any m essages, junior 
Justice John Paul Stevens will 
act as errand boy and go to the 
door to accept or send them.

One of the nice little waitresses 
who has been plying me with 
delicious, fattening lunches has been 
on a diet. 
She h asn ’t been eatin g the 
delicious, fattening lunches she’s 
been serving to me. 
She’s lost five pounds. 
And I know exactly where to look 
for them. 
They’re on me. 
* * * 
The Select Committee on Nutri­ 
tion and Human Needs, headed by 
Sen. George McGovern (D-S.D ), 
recently claimed that we Americans 
are eating far too many fatty foods 
and not enough of the complex car­ 
bohydrates such as vegetables, 
fruits and whole-grain products. 


We should eat less meat and more 
poultry and fish, the committee 
said; we should substitute non-fat 
milk for whole milk and consume 
less butterfat. eggs and foods high in 
cholesterol. 
And it also called for a reduction 
in sugar consumption (currently 24 
per cent of the diet) to 15 per cent. 
Fine. Such advice makes good 
sense. 


These changes also were recom­ 
mended in a report of the Senate 
Nutrition C om m ittee’s D ietary 
Goals for the United States which 
was released last winter. 
But the cattle industry protested 
the red meat recommendation. 
The egg industry complained 
about the recom m endation on 
cholesterol. 


The sugar industry didn’t like the 
recommendation to reduce sugar 
consumption 
The canning industry also opposed 
recommendations to eat fresh and 
frozen fruits and vegetables instead 
of canned 


These special 
interest groups, 
however, voiced no objections to 
parts of the report that didn't affect 
the way they made a living. 
It’s the same old hypocritical 
story: 
We’re warned about both internal­ 
ly and externally exposing ourselves 
to conditions hazardous to our 
health, on the one hand. 


Then, as a matter of economics, 
we are encouraged to support the 
proponents and purveyors of those 
things injurious, on the other. 
As usual, it becomes each in­ 
dividual’s responsibility to save 
himself (herself?). 
Man (w om an? p e rso n ?) the 
lifeboats! 
••• 
Many of the diets or other 
guidelines we would follow for los­ 
ing weight are broken down into 
serving sizes. 


While stressing the importance of 
a balanced diet we are told that our 
day’s intake of calories should con­ 
stitute two servings of some kind of 
meat, fish, poultry , beans, soy beans 
or eggs , four servings of whole fruit 
or vegetable; two servings of milk 
or foods from that group (cheese, 
pudding or yogurt); and four serv­ 
ings from the bread and cereal 
group. 
Sounds like a tremendous amount 
of food, doesn’t it? 
But we re not always told what 
constitutes a serving. 
Now the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has put out a pocket 
guide “ Calories and Weight’’ which 
aids the individual in determining 
what constitutes an average “ ser­ 
ving” or “ portion” of food 
With a $1 check or money order 
made payable to the Superintendent 
of D ocum ents, the booklet is 
available by writing for Agricultural 
Inform ation B ooklet No. 364, 
. Superintendent of Documents. U.S.

Reservations of State 
Board on sewer pact told 


A letter explaining “reser­ 
vations” of the State Water 
Resources Control Board con­ 
cerning a joint powers sewer 
agreement between the Solvang 
Municipal 
Im provem ent 
District and the Santa Ynez 
Community Services District 
has been received by SMID. 


The letter from Ray Walsh, 
assistant division chief of the 
WRCB as well as another from 
the SYCSD in answer to an in­ 
quiry from SMID as to what 
Santa Ynez did not consider to 
be ‘‘fair and equitable” in the 
agreement, were discussed by 
the SMID board Thursday 
night. 


Both were referred to the 
sewer committee for prepara­ 
tion of a response to Walsh as 
well as recommendations for 
an answer to Santa Ynez. 
In his letter to SMID, Walsh 
said ‘‘when local agencies 
which are participating in a 
regional system cannot agree 
on conditions for service, the 


Division of Water Quality has 
been directed to evaluate the 
fairness and equity of the 
proposed agreem ents with 
these two areas of concern in 
mind. 
‘‘We have noted several 
provisions for your agreement 
where costs are not fairly dis­ 
tributed or where conditions 
imposed on Santa Ynez are not 
appropriate,” Walsh wrote. 
Walsh called for a change in 
the agreement so that each dis­ 
trict would pay for annual 
capital recovery ‘‘according to 
its percentage of the total 
capacity of the expanded 
plant.” 
The document as written, 
calls for each district paying on 
the basis of the share of each in 
the capital expenditure in the 
plant. 
Walsh said the big investment 
of SMID came ‘‘at a time when 
each dollar purchased more 
capacity than it does today” He 
said the SYCSD would be pay­ 
ing a greater percentage than 


its capacity. 
Other areas covered by Walsh 
related to each district benefit­ 
ing from a gain should the final 
rated capacity of the expanded 
plant be greater than the design 
capacity should SMID choose to 
build additional capacity, and 
Santa Ynez all the gain if the 
rated capacity exceeds 200,000 
gallons a day which is the 
projected Santa Ynez District 
capacity rights. 
At the present time the agree­ 
ment reduces Santa Ynez 
rights if the rated capacity is 
less than design capacity, but 
allows no increase should the 
opposite be true 
Walsh said ‘‘before we can 
provide grant funds, we must 
be assured that both parties are 
committed to the project and 
that once built, the facilities 
will be operated and main- 


tained for their entire useful 
life in order to solve the water 
quality problems which we 
sought to solve when the grant 
funds were given.” 
Walsh concluded by saying 
“when you have modified your 
agreement in a manner consis­ 
tent with the comments in this 
letter and offered an executed 
copy of the new agreement to 
Santa Ynez. the division should 
be able to certify that all condi­ 
tions of the 1974 grant have 
been satisfied, and your final 
disbursement will be made.”

Even Col. Lawson, in an in­ 
terview, said of the Santa 
Maria clinic, “My heart sank 
for those people.” But he had 
cited the example to undermine 
claims of overload by Dr. 
Ramos. 
In a venting of his grievance 
internally. Ramos requested a 
review of his workload by a 
base investigator, an “Inspec­ 
tor General (IG) Action.” 
The IG cam e up w ith 
OB GYN workload figures 
from two other bases — in New 
Hampshire and Washington — 
with similarly sized active duty 
p o p u la tio n s, 
c lo s e 
to 
Vandenberg's 4.800. 
The 
f ig u r e s 
showed 
workloads about the same, with 
Vandenberg's not “ excep­ 
tionally” lower than others, as 
Lawson had said. The doctors 
saw over 3.000 outpatients a 
year and delivered over 30 
babies a month 
Still, the selected com ­ 
parisons left some with doubts 
about their validity. “I could 
pick two bases too and make it 
look like we do three times as 
much work.” one doctor said, 
“Maybe we re all unhappy.” 
Meanwhile Dr 
Ramos 
awaited the arrival of a third 
obstetrician, a colonel. “I think 
he's going to be our salvation,“ 


Senator Rains 
praises new 
judicial bill 


Senator Omer L Rains (D- 
Santa Barbara) has voiced his 
appreciation for the Governor s 
recent approval of a bill to 
prohibit judges voted out of of­ 
fice from serving in temporary 
judicial assignments. Senator 
Rains carried the bill. AB 1735 
(Imbrecht-R Ventura), on the 
Senate Floor 


he said. “He’s not going to put 
up with it. He’s got enough rank 
that they’re not going to push 
him around.” 
Indeed, soon after Col. Fred 
Burkhard. a 19-year military 
physician arrived, he found it 
necessary and, as chief of sur­ 
gery, was able to reduce their 
workload “a bit.” having two 
less appointments scheduled a 
day. He is also working on get­ 
ting the OB/GYN clinic to 
make its own schedules. 
“Were seeing a lot more 
patients here a day than I have 
seen at other bases," Colonel 
Burkhard said, adding that 
“ Although we re seeing the 
numbers we’re seeing, we’re 
pretty much keeping up." He 
said the clinic could keep 
another OB doctor busy. 
Dr 
Ramos has also com­ 
plained that no provisions exist 
for the obstetrician who has 
been up all night delivering 
babies. He says there should be 
a policy allowing time off the 
next day and postponement of 
clinic appointments. 
Ramos said he recently spent 
a night delivering seven babies, 
one a stillborn and one requir­ 
ing a Caesarian section. 
Afterwards, he left a note to 
hospital commanders describ­ 
ing the deliveries and stating he 
would take the afternoon off 
“I got no sleep at all,” he told 
the hospital commanders, 
“The physical and emotional 
trauma of all that work and ex­ 
citement has left me totally 
drained and exhausted I am un­ 
able to work a full day today." 
In an interview, Colonel 
Lawson said Ramos' action was 
“no problem" and understan­ 
dable. 
Some documents show, 
h o w e v e r , 
that 
the 
a d ­ 
ministrators did consider Dr 
Ramos’ taking off without per­ 


mission to be a problem. 
In a “Memo for the Record” 
dated June 28, the day Ramos 
left the note, Hospital Ad­ 
ministrator Jack Hudock 
states, 
“I received a note written by 
Major Ramos in which he 
stated he would not be working 
that afternoon. I investigated 
the incident and determined 
that this was not his scheduled 
afternoon off and that his clinic 
had seven patients scheduled 
that afternoon.” 
Also. Colonel Lawson lists the 
incident as one justification of 
“ Non-Recommendation 
for 
Promotion” of Mayor Ramos. 
“Instead of obtaining permis­ 
sion from your supervisors to 
be excused from work or mak­ 
ing arrangements with another 
doctor to treat your patients, 
you categorically stated that 
you would not work in the clinic 
that afternoon.” 
Neither Hudock’s memo nor 
Lawson’s letter mentions the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
Ramos’ action. 
Other documents reflect the 
“damn war,” Ramos said, 
ongoing between him and 
hospital administrators. 
For example, in a letter 
recommending denial of bonus 
pay to Ramos, Colonel Lawson 
states that Ramos used the 
“technique" of “crisis manage­ 
ment — either subconsciously 
or deliberately, causing an 
overloaded clinic schedule, but 
only for a brief time.” At other 
times. Lawson said, the 
OB/GYN clinic was “virtually 
empty two to three hours each 
day.” 
Ramos denied this and had a 
co-obstetrician sign a sort of af- 
fadavit “refut(ing) your allega­ 
tions as untrue,” he said. 
Ramos complained that the 
commander would accuse him 


of wasting time dallying in the 
deliveeery room so as to avoid 
clinic work. 
Lawson writes in the bonus 
denial letter: “Dr. Ramos re­ 
mains with two or three 
patients in labor, who would ob­ 
viously deliver four, six, eight 
hours later, and would not visit 
the clinic because he was in 
delivery!” 
Ramos: “Just not true.” He 
could not “predict” deliveries, 
he said, and, in fact, he often 
had no time to spend with 
patients in labor. 
“It is not uncommon for us to 
have to run up the stairs and 
arrive in the Delivery Room 
just in time to deliver a patient 
without even taking the time to 
find out her name.” 
Ramos, in making public his 
frustrations at a time when his 
clinic was especially busy, said 
he wanted to “apologize to my 
patients for doing less than my 


b est... explain that our 
schedules are made by people 
who do not have to work in our 
clinic... (and) that the kind of 
medical care they are getting is 
not the kind of care I want to 
provide, but that circumstances 
demand that we see a high 
volume of patients.” 
In addition, he does not hide 
his hopes that the complaints he 
announces will, in “stirring up 
a hornet’s nest,” help him ob­ 
tain an early release from the 
Air Force and his job at VAFB 
Hospital. 
In Colonel Lawson’s assess­ 
ment of Ramos: “You have had 
a disruptive and negative in-

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
chemical spray that has in­ 
creased crop production by 20 
to 50 per cent in field tests, ac­ 
cording to its producers, is 
about to go on the retail market 
and may provide benefits for 
home gardeners and farmers 
alike. 
The secret chemical formula 
will be marketed under two 
names — Bio-Cat Sure Grow for 
large-scale application on 
farms, and Super Dew for the 
housewife or even for the 
greenskeeper at your favorite 
golf course. 
The Bio-Catalytic Corpora­ 
tion. based in Fort Worth, Tex., 
produces the spray and has 
spent the last 2*4 years testing 
it. mostly at Arkansas State 
University under the supervi­ 
sion of Leo Duclos, director of 


Agronomy Reearch. 
Test co-ordinator James C. 
Moody, a vocational agricultur­ 
al instructor at Bald Knob, 
Ark., made this statement in a 
favorable report on the tests: 
“This chemical holds the 
greatest promise for solving 
some of the problems of farm­ 
ing and increasing yields of any 
chemical I have known of in 
many years of working with 
agriculture.” 
Gale Smith, head of market­ 
ing for the spray in 23 states, 
most of them in the West, com­ 
mented: 
“We are saying that our 
product will result in a 20 to 50 
per cent crop yield but in some 
cases tests have shown an even 
higher yield, especially with 
sweet crops such as figs. We 
are trying to keep our claims 


down 
ble.” 
where they are believa- 


Smith, born and reared on a 
farm in southeast Nebraska, 
makes no claims to scientific 
expertise but he obviously 
knows a lot about agriculture. 


The spray contains some zinc 
and magnesium but otherwise 
its components are secret and 
no attempt will be made to pa­ 
tent it since that would give 
away the formula. The compa­ 
ny apparently has no fear that 
some researcher will come 
upon it by accident. 


“It is a bio-catalytic, inorgan­ 
ic compound and it’s non­ 
pollutant.” Smith said. “It has 
no kill potential like some acids 
that have been used on crops to 
spur growth.” 


Senator Rams explained that

More women 
than men 
live alone 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
number of bachelors living 
alone is growing faster than the 
number of women living by 
themselves, but there still are 
far more women maintaining 
their own households. 
The Census Bureau reported 
Sunday that the number of men 
living alone has risen 60 per 
cent in the past seven years, 
while the number of women liv­ 
ing alone is up 35 per cent. 
Among persons under 25, the 
number of men living alone 
tripled since 1970 - from 
274,000 to 752.000 — and the 
number of women living alone 
doubled from 282,000 to 588.000. 
There were 15.5 million single 
persons maintaining households 
this year, the bureau reported. 


But the bureau said people 
under 25 still represent only a 
small percentage of singles, 
and added: “ Far more signifi- 
, 
cant in tetm s of absolute 
numbers were the 6.5 million 
persons of retirement age — 65 
or older — who accounted for 42 
per cent of all those residing 
alone in 1977.“

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board, once the focal point of 
hot controversy and debate is 
going about its work more 
q u ietly , but grow ers and 
legislators are keeping a close 


eye on the unique agency. 
Farm ers, who have often 
complained that the board is 
biased toward unions, will be 
especially interested in Gov 
Edmund G. Brown J r .’s choice 
of a su ccessor to Richard 
Johnsen Jr.. who announced 
Friday he will resign Sept. 30 as 
the last of the original board 
members 
Johnsen, 53, considered the 
grower representative on the 
board, said he quit his post 
a f t e r 2M* y e a r s b e c a u se 
“ philosophically they’re (board 
m em bers) more attuned to 
labor,1’ 
While care fu l about his 
criticism of the board, the self­ 
described “ employer oriented 
member” said it is sometimes 
difficult for others to under­ 
stand problems growers face. 
J o h n s e n ’ s r e s ig n a t io n 
brought a quick response from 


Fred Heringer. president of the 
California Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation . the s t a t e ’s la r g e st 
grower organization. 
“ It is my hope that Governor 
Brown will appoint someone to 
the board who knows something 
about agriculture as well as 
labor law, someone capable of 
separating economic realities 
from social bias ” 
Heringer also said that the 
majority of the board is m is­ 
interpreting the farm labor law 
‘and ignored the m andate 
given them by the voters who 
overwhelmingly defeated Prop 
14 last year.” 
That November ballot measu­ 
re. backed by Cesar Chavez 
U nited F arm W orkers of 
America union, would have 
m ad e s e v e r a l p ro-u n io n 
changes in the law. including 
tightening the controversial ac­ 
cess rule. It was defeated by a 
2-1 margin. 
Brown, who strongly en­ 
dorsed Prop 14. has been seek­ 
ing closer ties with agricul­ 
ture 
He has upgraded the 
director of the Department of 
Food and Agriculture to cabinet 
level and has made trips to the 


San Joaquin Valley to meet 
with growers. 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication, however, whether he 
would appoint a grower to fill 
Johnsen’s seat on the board As 
Board Chairman Gerald A 
Brown put it: “ We’re all here to 
represent the public.” 
The legislature’s two-house 
oversight com m ittee on the 
ALRB has held a series of hear­ 
ings around the state to receive 
comment from growers as well 
as farm workers on how the 
farm labor law and how the 
board works. 
The committee is expected to 
issue a list of suggested im­ 
provements in the law and the 
board’s operation next month 
Harry Kubo. a Parlier grower 
who led the anti-Prop 14 fight 
last year, said in a recent 
speech that growers will wait to 
see what the board does about 
any recommendations the legis­ 
lative committee may make 
He said since the board was 
revived last year with new 
members following an eight- 
month hiatus because of lack of 
funds grow ers have been 
treated more fairly. 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Laetrile 
not only is useless in treating 
cancer but it can be harmful to 
some persons and may have 
contributed to some deaths, 
four Georgetown University 
doctors said in the current issue 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 
Two c a se s of "L ae trile - 
associated 
toxic reactions” 
were cited by the doctors in a 
letter to the Journal 
“ It cannot be assumed that 
Laetrile is non-toxic or that it 
has not already contributed to 
the death of patients with 
malignant disease.” they said. 
The doctors — Frederick 
Smith, Thomas Butler, Stanley 
Cohan and Philip Schein — 
cited two cases of what they 
called “ Laetrile-associated tox­ 
ic reactions” in their letter. 
Laetrile, a substance made 
from apricot pits, has been 
branded by the AMA and the 
Food and Drug Administration 
as worthless in the treatment of 
cancer However, more than a 
dozen states have legalized its 
use in response to public pres­ 
sure. 
The Georgetown physicians 
cited one case in which a 48- 
year-old woman taking Laetrile 
both intravenously and orally 
developed high fever, malaise, 
h ead ach e and ab do m in al 
cramps. 
Those symptoms disappeared 
within two days when the 
Laetrile therapy was discon­ 
tinued, but returned when she 
resumed taking the substance. 
Again, the Laetrile therapy was 
suspended and again the symp­ 
toms vanished within 48 hours, 
the doctors said. 
They said that in the second 
case a 46-year-old man taking 
L a e trile o rally developed 
progressive muscular weakness 
and other symptoms, all of 
which subsided within 48 hours 
of discontinuance of Laetrile.

“ We cannot permit the at­ 
titude that ‘it can’t happen 
here’ to limit our efforts at as­ 
suring we are prepared for 
another dry y e a r," echoed 
Ronald B Robie. director of the 
state Departm ent of Water 
Resources. 


H o w e v e r, a B u re a u of 
REclamation report stated that 
based on historical records, 
there is only a 2 per cent chance 
of a repeat 1977 year - the worst 
dry year in California history - 
a 13 per cent chance of a 1976 
year and a 62 per cent chance 
of an average year. 


The report also said a third 
d rou gh t y e a r would idle 
hydroelectric power plants 
most of the time and require 
even stricter rationing, limiting 
municipal and city use of CVP 


water to 25 per cent of normal 
and virtually eliminating CVP 
water to farmers. 


The bureau said that if 1978 is 
average, most of the reservoirs 
will be restored to normal 
operating levels and 100 per 
cent of CVP deliveries could be 
made. 


But a state report, said that 
even if 1978 were to bring 
average rain and snow, the 
water supply deficit leading 
into 1978 would not be erased 


“ Furthermore, we cannot a s­

Personnel at Vandenberg afraid of talking too freely

“ As long as I’m on active 
duty and under their control, I 
cannot talk,” he said. 
The doctor, along with other 
hospital clinic supervisors, had 
also just been notified by 
hospital executives to reply 
with ‘‘no comment” to press in­ 
quiries, to refer all reporters to 
official spokespersons. 
After phone calls to the base 
from Major Ramos’ lawyer, 
however, Hospital Commander 
William Lawson wrote a letter 
to Ramos to ‘‘clarify what you 
may and may not do” if ques­ 
tions by reporters. 
* ‘You are not nor can you be, ” 
Lawson concluded, ‘‘prohibited 
from speaking to the press or 
anyone else while off duty and 
when not in the hospital 
building as long as your ac­ 
tivities are not otherwise in 
violation of the law. Any im­ 
pression that you may have to 
the contrary is mistaken.” 
While various clinic super­ 
visors had been directed to res­ 
pond to the press with “no com­ 
m en t,” only Dr. R am os 
received this letter of clarifica­ 
tion. 
‘‘Yes, (Colonel Lawson) ad­ 
mits that we can talk,” said the 
doctor who preferred not to, 
‘‘but he’s going to make life 
miserable if we do.” 
Another VAFB physician, 
who was soon to be granted a 
transfer request, agreed at first 
to be interviewed, but later said 
he changed his mind after the 
“ no comment” order. 
“ It’s best to stay out of this 
entirely, and I’ve chosen to do 
so,” he said. 
When told about Colonel Law­ 
son’s letter that said ser- 
vicepersons could speak to the 
press “ while off duty” he said. 
“ The only trouble is, that 
once you’re in the Air Force 
you’re in it 24 hours a day.” 
Other comments upon turning 
down interview requests: “ I’d 
prefer not to get involved... I’d 
just as soon not participate.” 
— “ I have to be loyal to my 
employer, which is the federal 
government. I prefer not to 
comment.” 
— “ I’m afraid I can’t talk to 
you... I’d just rather not get in­ 
volved ” 
— “ I’ve only got ten months 
left in the Air Force I don’t 
want to make waves.” 
Their reluctance to talk did 
not necessarily mean they had 
harsh criticism of the hospital 
or that they were unhappy at 
their jobs. Whether happy or 
unhappy, they seemed to want 
no connection with a news story 
that might include elements un­ 
favorable to the hospital or the 
A i r F o r e « . 
One doctor told about some 
advantages of working for the 
military, but went “ off the 
record” to discuss the disad­ 
vantages. 
“ It’s best to stay unin 
volved,” another employe said, 
i ’m just doing a little job I 
prefer not to make enemies 
She declined to meet with a 
reporter, but she agreed to 
answer questions over the 
phone, if her name was 
withheld from publication. 
“ We’re just trying to hide our 
faults like everybody else.” she 
said. “ We don’t want our faults 
in the newspaper... 
“ People don’t want articles 
written about the hospital good 
or bad. They just don’t need the 
advertising. We don’t need any 
pats on the back, and we cer­ 
tainly don't need any pans. 
"Most people who are profes­ 
sional military believe the 
media has no right stricking its 
nose into our busines,” she 
said. 
But why do Air Force of­ 
ficials frown upon personnel 
talking to the press7 Don’t they 
trust their own employes? 
“ That's right, they don’t, 
she said “ Because we have 
many people in the military 
who don’t particularly want to 
be there. Tliey don’t like it and 
will take every opportunity to 
knock it.” 
Is the military so insecure? 
‘ ‘ We’ re 
not 
s e c u r e 
Everything we do depends on 
public opinion. If we upset some 
senator, he can chop our ap­ 
propriations, he can take away 
our B-l bombers, he can vote 
against our pay raise,' 
she 
said. 
Conditions at the hospital are 
not ideal, she said, but that's 
not unique nor reason to make a 
big public issue of it. 
“ You know there’s a lot of 
waste, a lot of foolishness

In many ways, over the years, the 
government has been rather generous in 
assisting deserving youngsters wishing 
to complete college educations. The loan 
program has been liberal over the years 
and many have taken advantage of it. 
We came across some information on 
this subject this week that makes us 
believe that a number of those who have 
taken advantage of the 
loans have really 
taken advantage of the 
government. 
At the present time 
there are approx­ 
im ately 390,000 former 
college students who 
have defaulted on the 
government-insured 
loans they used to get 
through school. 
There is more than 
$430 million in bad 
debts right now that

D-N J . himself a prominent 
figure in the Koreagate investigation and 
a close friend of Park, to act as a secret 
intermediary. 
Democratic leaders 
would like to implicate 
some Republicans in 
the Koreagate scan­ 
dal. so it can’t be used 
against the Democrats 
as a campaign issue.

D e m o c r a tic 
source suggested that 
Gallagher might be 
able to persuade Park 
to talk about reports 
that a Nixon campaign 
aide put the arm on 
him for a $100.000 con­ 
tribution 
But another source insisted the com­ 
m ittee was eager to get Park s 
testimony about the congressmen he 
paid off. regardless of their politics. We 
have seen no evidence that the commit­ 
tee is taking a partisan approach to the 
investigation 
It is no secret, however, that the 
Democrats would welcome a few more 
Republicans joining them in the hot 
water. Some Democrats are searching 
intently for Republicans who may have 
accepted gifts or favors from the South 
Koreans Here are the names of those 
who are under scrutiny: 
- RICHARD NIXON: There are per­ 
sistent but unproven reports that the 
Nixon cam paign received som e 
laundered cash from South Koreans. So 
far as we can find out. Nixon was not 
directly involved in any transactions 
with Korean payoff men 
- SPIRO AGNEW: We reported last 
May that the former vice president had 
teamed up with Tonsgun Park in London 
on some business deals. We have no 
evidence, however, that their joint ven­ 
tures were illegal. 
- SEN JAKE GARN, R-Utah: He 
flew to South Korea in 1975. all expenses 
paid, as the guest of a foundation that 
allegedly is a government front 
But 
there is no reason to believe he was 
aware of its government ties. 
- REP WILLIAM BROOMFIELD, R- 
Mich.: Press reports, quoting ‘‘a source 
close to Tongsun Park," alleged that the 
Korean influence peddler gave Broom­ 
field $1,000. The congressman has denied 
the allegation and has opened his records 
to both the Justice Department and 
House Ethics Committee. The records 
contain no trace of the alleged $1,000 
- REP ALBERT QUIE, R-Minn : He 
joined a congressional delegation that 
visited South Korea in 1969 and brought 
back a free suit and a pair of cufflinks. 


He priced the booty and found the suit 
was worth $50, the cufflinks $3.45. But 
unhappily, the suit "didn’t fit” so he 
gave it to the Good Will Industries, he 
told us.

LARRY WINN. R-Kan.: 
Some Korean businessmen called upon 
him in his office in 1972. Afterward, one 
of them returned to the office and left a 
plain envelope It was stuffed with $100 
bills. Winn says he didn’t even take time 
to count the money but returned it within 
30 minutes. 
- SEN. TED STEVENS. R-Alaska: 
He also met with some Korean busines­ 
smen who gave him a check for $2.500. 
Like Winn, the senator returned the 
money. 
- REP. THAD COCHRAN, R-Miss : 
He acknowledged that he had been 
Tongsun Park’s guest for dinner "once 
or twice" at the Georgetown Club 
Sources close to Park tell us, however, 
that he frequently entertained members 
of Congress at Park’s club. 
- EX-REP WILLIAM MINSHALL. 


R-Ohio: Sources close to the Koreagate 
investigation say he is high on the list of 
former congressmen under scrutiny. He 
was unavailable for comment. 
Several Republicans also received 
small donations from Park, usually $500 
It is unlikely that Park came to their of­ 
fices, flashing his Korean CIA creden­ 
tials and offering them bribes. All the 
congressmen we have interviewed. 
Republicans and Democrats alike, 
believed Park was a businessman. It was 
perfectly legal, therefore, for them to 
accept campaign contributions. 
The House E th ics C om m ittee, 
meanwhile, made a provisional approach 
to Gallagher to meet privately with his 
elusive friend, Tongsun Park. TTie com­ 
mittee wanted Gallagher to arrange to 
put a committee representative in touch 
with Park. Then the committee agent, 
not Gallagher, would conduct the in­ 
terrogation. 
The bedeviled Gallagher went to 
prison, in a headline case, for tax fraud. 
Now he is back in the headlines as a 


Koreagate figure. According to sources 
close to the investigation, he is eager to 
put the allegations behind him so he can 
begin a new life. 
Footnote: We made repeated calls to 
Gallagher, who refused to come to the 
telephone His attorney. ex-New Jersey 
prosecutor George Koelzer, curtly 
declined com m en t. C om m ittee 
spokesmen also refused to discuss the 
case.

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DETROIT (NEA) — "We're going to 
need Yankee Stadium for the (1980 
Democratic National) Convention,’’ 
moaned exasperated political writer Ken 
Bode. 
“I know,” replied a bemused Morley 
A Winograd. chairman of Michigan’s 
Democratic party. 
“ T his 
is 
the 
Astrodome proposal.” 
That exchange oc­ 
curred earlier this 
month, when the 
Democratic party’s 
C o m m iss io n 
on 
Presidential Nomina­ 
tion and Party Struc­ 
tu re , 
head ed 
by 
Winograd, met here to 
consider reforms and 
refinements in party 
rules 
Despite the implication of the Bode- 
Winograd colloquy, the commission 
promptly moved to tentatively adopt the 
mindless proposal being discussed — a 
rules change that will grant honorary, ex 
officio delegate status at the 1980 con­ 
vention to virtually every real and im­ 
agined Democratic leader in the 
country. 
Specifically, the commission proposed 
to award everything except voting rights 
to Democratic members of the House 
and Senate, governors, mayors, state 
and local officials, community leaders, 
party officials and even contributors. 
That’s not all the politicians got from 
the commission. Another proposal, also 
tentatively approved, calls for a 10 per 
cent expansion of the total number of 
voting delegates (slightly more than 
3.000 last year) with all of the newly 
created convention votes specifically 
earmarked for distribution to "party 
leaders and elected officials 
The first, although not necessarily 
most significant, problem with that ap­ 
proach involves the massive size of the 
quadrennial presidential nominating 
conventions, among the largest meetings 
now held in this country. 
In addition to the 3,000 delegates and 
their families at the 1976 Democratic 
convention, there were an equal number 
of alternates and their families, an over­ 
sized press corps of about 7,500, 
politicians’ staff members, contributors, 
guests, observers, lobbyists and all man­ 
ner of hangers-on, for a total of about 
20,000 people. 
The political conventions have grown 
so large that the number of cities with 
both sufficient hotel rooms and a caver­ 
nous meeting hall large enough to ac­ 
commodate either the Democrats or 
Republicans can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 
New York’s Yankee Stadium and 
Houston’s Astrodome are indeed large 
enough, but there’s little likelihood of the 
Democratic convention being held in 
either city. The early favorite for host 
city, for obvious reasons, is Atlanta. Its 
biggest hall is the Omni, a large conven­ 
tion facility ribt certainly not big eno-'gh 
to hold the crowd the Winograd commis­ 
sion has authorized. 
The more serious difficulties posed by 


the comm ission's planned changes are 
philosophical ones. For the past decade, 
party reformers have worked hard to cut 
down the number of big shots and fat 
cats who traditionally dominated con­ 
ventions in the past. 


As recently as 1964, only 1 per cent of 
the country’s population earned $25,000 
or more annually, but wealthy men and 
women in that category comprised 30 per 
cent of that year’s Democratic conven­ 
tion delegates. 
At the 1972 and 1976 conventions, 
grass-roots supporters of the various 
candidates and rank-and-file party 
workers finally claimed some of the 
delegate seats that rightfully were 
theirs, as did members of traditionally

women and young people 
Jimmy Carter, the self-proclaimed 
"people's president,” ought to be con­ 
cerned about future conventions being 
overrun by politicians — but he has 
delegated authority to deal with party 
rules changes to Mark A Siegel, a 
zealous opponent of reform efforts of re­ 
cent years

commission and controls a pro-Carter 
majority on that panel But he has un­
